REPAIRS. 


I should recommend that all repairs, other than the 
ordinary minor repairs, be confined this year to the Center 
school building. The interior of this building very much 
needs refinishing. The ceiling is in bad condition, and 
doors and windows need repairing; the whole room needs 
painting and should be done in much lighter color than 
it is now. 

A little unfinished work remains to be done on the Waite 
school, mostly painting. If need be, this can be delayed 
another year.

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In GENERAL. 


Five schools are being maintained in Dunbarton this 
year; Montalona is the smallest in numbers, Burnham Hill 
the largest. We were fortunate in securing teachers for 
all the schools. It was felt that no more should be paid 
for five teachers this year than was paid for four, last. In 
consequence, we retained but one of last year’s teachers, 
and of the four new ones only one had had any previous 
experience. I feel that all the teachers are doing good 
work and deserve the confidence and co-operation of the 
parents. The teacher who accomplishes most with the in- 
dividual child is the one who has the co-operation of the 
parents of that child. 

The attendance thus far this year has been quite satis- 
factory. There is still too much of keeping children at 
home ‘‘to help do the work” sometimes for a week at a time. 
This is contrary to the state law and should not be done. 

The physical examination of the school children was 
made early in the year in a very satisfactory manner by 
Miss Flanders, a Red Cross nurse from Concord, assisted 
by Miss Murphy, the State Supervisor of Health. 

The repairs made on the Burnham Hill school building 
deserve the commendation of all interested in good schools 
and decent school buildings. This makes three of the 
School buildings of Dunbarton that have been more or less 
remodeled and made to conform to more modern conditions. 

The graduating exercises were held in the town hall last 
June. Six pupils graduated from the eighth grade.
